The hopes of West Ramona 
Ave. residents for early action 
on the grading and paving of 
that thoroughfare were dashed 
Tuesday evening, when the City 
Council voted to reject ail prof¬ 
fered as excessive in cost. 

Only two bids have been re¬ 
ceived for the work since bids 
were opened early last summer 
and these were opened and con¬ 
sidered by the Council. Bidder;- 
werc the Holman and Powell 
Paving Co. which offered to do 
the work for $8,000. and Un- 
American Asphalt and Paving 
Co., which wanted $10,402.50 for 
the same work. 

Deciding that the city could 
not spend these amounts for the 
Ramona Ave. improvement, the 
Council rejected both and tabled 
the matter war reconsideration at 
a later date.

The report on Water Supply of the City of Sierra Madre will 
be in your hands in about two weeks. It will show that the City's 
water rights are not sufficient to supply even the present demand 
in the city, except in wet periods of years. 

The City must secure other water. Attention is called to the 
attached table giving a list of three water rights which it is be 
lieved may now be unuseef or which may cease use in the near 
future. 

If these are abandoned, their pumpage would go io the ground 
water of the basin and probably bo divided one-third to Sierra 
Madre and two-thirds to Arcadia. If purchased by Sierra Madre, 
the total purchased would go to Sierra Madre. It could be pumped 
at Sierra Madre’s wells.

Before the war, many large 
shipments of Chinese firecrackers 
moved by rail to the South but 
this is the first movement of this 
tvpe since 1941, officials said.

New Phone 
For City Hall 
Departments 


Sierra Madre city officials are 
pleased to announce that separ¬ 
ate telephone wires have now 
been installed for the different 
city offices, doing away with the 
switch board arrangement where¬ 
by all calls were relayed through 
the police department switch¬ 
board. 

Instead of dialing 3322 (still 
the Police Department’s number) 
when calling the city clerk, street 
and water superintendent or 
building inspector, those offices 
may now be called direct. 

New telephone number of the 
city clerk’s office is 3327 while 
the street and water superintend¬ 
ent and city building inspector 
share 4851.

Sierra Madre and the adjoining 
mountains are being immortalized 
m verse by John Russell McCar¬ 
thy d Vista Circle Drive, whom 
John Burroughs called the best 
naturi poet since Emerson. 

"Enrico Considers” and "At 10 
f M the News”, his two most 
recently published books of verse, 
both had local settings, as have 
many i f his nature lyrics which 
have teen published in a score 
or more nationally known maga¬ 
zines and newspapers. 

Mb verse Is constantly appear¬ 
ing it Mich publications as Sat. 
urdaj Evening Post, Woman’s 
Hons Companion, Saturday Re¬ 
view of Literature, The New 
York Times, The Washington 
Post and Poetry magazine. 

At present, two book manu¬ 
scripts are ready for submission 
to publishers, and new verse is 
constantly in the making as the ■ 
poet looks out from his windows 
across, the San Gabriel valley, 
or communes with Nature on 
nearby mountain trails. 

McCarthy’s poetry takes the 
form of lyrics, ballads and blank 
verm and varies from brief 
couplets to long narrative poems. 

His mitial books, "Out of 
Doors’ and "Gods and Devils”, 
published in 1918, deeply impress¬ 
ed the great naturalist John Bur¬ 
roughs who, writing of the de¬ 
cline of great poetry said: ” Yet 
we do not need to be too much 
discouraged. England has pro- 1 
duced Masefield, and America 
has given us John Russell Mc¬ 
Carthy who has written the best 
nature poetry since Emerson." 

In .1919. Burroughs invited the 
poet to visit him at his Wood- 
chutSt Lodge home in the Cat- 
skills of New York State, Later. 
McCarthy accompanied Bur¬ 
roughs on a trip to the Grand 
Canyon Thus began a friendship 
that lasted until Burroughs’death 
The naturalist was returning East 
from a visit with Mr. and Mrs. 
McCarthy in California, when he 
was fatally stricken. 

His nature poetry brought him 
the award of the John Burroughs 
Memorial medal, given annually 
to the author making the great¬ 
est f (.ntribi’’’‘-on to nature lltera- 
t.ur< Only two others. William 
Beets and Ernest Thompson 
Seton preceded him in receipt 
of this honor. 

McCarthy's poetry Is known to 
critics for its musical quality and 
for th< clarity of its message. 
Looking at the world from a van- 
tag* point high above the smog, 
his verse breathes a challenging 
freshness. 

He says frankly that he knows 
the mountain trails much better 
than the streets of Sierra Madre 
or of any other nearby cities. 

Tht nature poet has been a 
regular contributor to national 
magazines since 1910. He turned \ 
to writing verse while editor of j 
a weekly newspaper in Pcnnsyl- :

PEARL HARBOR 


rive years have passed since that bunday morning in uewmuei 
1941 when Pearl Harbor was suddenly changed from a scene of 
sabbath stillness to one of flame and fury and chaos. 

The wreckage of the great battlewagons was still smouldering 
when the shout arose, "Remember Pearl Harbor! That oecame 
the rallying cry arougjd which our war effort centered. We re¬ 
membered Pearl Harbor. We remembered the thousands who 
were killed and wounded in that attack. We remembered the 
vicious trickery of the enemy. We remembered how close we had 
come to complete disaster. 

These things we kept before us until nearly four years later 
when what the Japs had started at Pearl Harbor we finished in 

Tokyo Bay. 

Now the war seems long past, and Pearl Harbor a tragic event 
of ages ago. But we have not forgotten it. And we must not 
forget it—not just the attack itself bu 4 all the things 
that made the attack possible. We must not forget, for instance, 
that it was our foolish policy of supplying the Japs with great 
quantities of oil and scrap iron that enabled them to launch 
the war against us; that it was our feeling of smug security which 
prevented us from being alert and ready for any sudden thrust 
from a possible enemy. 

Keeping these things in mind we shall never again build up the 
military power of an aggressor nation, nor shall we grow careless 
about our own defense. But we must not stop there. Rather, we 
must go on from there to help achieve that understanding and 
co-operation among nations which alone can bring us—and the 
world—sure protection and lasting peace.. 

The attack from the skies on that December morning half a 
decade ago was one of the most stunning blows our nation ever 
sustained. But out of it came big lessons—lessons which will always 
help us so long as we remember Pearl Harbor.

Glasgow Scotch hospitality, | 
public and prixvite. 

The Scottish people haw a well- 
mirited reputation for warm and 
forthright hospitality, both publtc 
and private. Our General Dwight 
Eisenhower can doubtless testify 
to both, for on his recent visit 
to Scotland as a national guest 
he was given for his lodging Cul- 
zean Castle in Ayrshire, overlook¬ 
ing the Firth of Clyde—“aptrt- 
ments among the high towers", 
as reported by the United Press, 
and "complete with massiw rock 
walls, battlements, and blood- 
filled traditions”. Modernized 
apartments in cold and drafty 
old castles can be and often are 
made quite cozy, and the General 
doubtless made some interesting 
observations on the physical com- 
: forts which applied science has 
been able to add to surroundings 
: of ancient historic interest. And 
there is something about living 
in a "real castle" that, thanks 
to our storybook childhood, our 
movies, and our cartoon “fun¬ 
nies", causes just about every 
American boy and girl to reach 
adulthood incurably romantic 
about donjon keeps, moats, draw¬ 
bridges, and battlemented towers. 

In common with millions of my 
fellow Americans, it is one of the 
disappointments of my life that 
it has never been my good for¬ 
tune to stay over-night in a 
I castle--and greet the dawn from 
the battlements! 

My own impressions and ex¬ 
periences of native Scottish hos¬ 
pitality are of a much humbler 
quality than those of the Gen¬ 
eral. but nonetheless real. Besides 
the cordial and homey atmos¬ 
phere I have already mentioned 
as apparently typical of Scottish 
hotels, my short visit to that 
country afforded me, in Glasgow, 
one experience of personal hos¬ 
pitality which, simple as it was, 

I like to beliew typical of that 
warm-hearted people—the same 
genuine and disinterested warmth 
which years before I had en¬ 
countered among Scottish people 
in the sparsely settled Canadian 
Northwest. The Glasgow experi¬ 
ence began when I entered a 
! tavern for an early dinner on 
one of those cool, mid-summer 
evenings when darkness, in that 
high latitude, does not fall until 
after ten o’clock. The dining 
room was cheery with the tink¬ 
ling of cutlery and spoons on 
crockery and glass, the rapid 
movements of waiters bearing 
i trays of steaming food to the

The days when so^thsm Can. 
forain's natural beauty gleamed 
like a jewel in the crystal clear 
atmosphere, and the eye could 
discern distant vistas with ut¬ 
most ease, were recalled last 
week by Mark D. Welsher, re¬ 
tired early day Sierra Madrc mer¬ 
chant. 

In comparing the clear visibi¬ 
lity of those days with the smog 
enshrouded atmosphere of today, 
Mr. Welsher says that in 1909 
one could look south from Sierra 
Madre and see Catalina Island 
out in the Pacific, a sight that 
can seldom be seen from the 
mainland today, even from Dong 
Beach. 

Mr. and Mrs. Welsher first 
came to California on a visit In 
1903, from their home in western 
New York state. They arrived in 
Los Angeles just as the Pacific 
Electric building on Main street 
was under construction, and peo¬ 
ple were talking about the folly 
of constructing such a large 
building "away out at Sixth and 
Main,” 

The charm of California's 
Southland captivated the Welsh- 
ers, and six years later, in 1909, 
they disposed of their eastern 
business interests and .moved to 
Sierra Madre. 

At that time the new Woman’s 
Clubhouse was the center of most 
of the town's social life and near¬ 
ly everyone attended the many 
festivities held there. 

Life was extremely pleasant in 
Sierra Madre in those days, the 
Welshers recall, and everyone in 
the community was known to 
everyono else. 

From 1909 until 1928, Mr. 
Welsher operated the Postoffice 
Grocery in the Old Town Hall 
which was located on the present 
site of the Union Oil station at 
Baldwin and Sierra Madre Blvd. 

Dispensing groceries and meats, 
Mr. Welsher supplied the needs of 
many local residents, as well as 
supplying the pack trains that 
carried food and other staples 
into the nearby mountains.

California motorists will prob¬ 
ably have to wait from two to 
six months before receiving their 
1947 automobile license plates, ac¬
